At the lato meeting of tho Physical 
Society of Ixindon, tho metaben "aTtJ 
nnioh Intereateil In some very baaktlfnl 
experiments of Mr. Shelfurd llldwell. 
K H. 8. In one of those experiments a 
powerful electric light cast a shadow of 
a steam Jot upon a screen, hut the 
shadow was barely visible, nor did tho 
jet tppoar very brilliant under tho illu- 
mination. 

A neodlo point was then held near tho 
Jet and electrified by being connected 
with a Wimshurst machine. Instantly 
the shadow became conspicuous and of 
a dark-brown color, while the jet Itself 
became far more luminous and occasion- 
ally colored. The olfect of tho clicttl- 
ncatlea Is apparently instantaneous. It 
is probable that the explanation may 
be olosely connected with Lord Ral- 
eigh's well-known experiment of elec- 
trifying a jet of water, which then 
ceases to scatter and fall in small drops, 
but Instead draws Usolf together and 
falls In large faltering drops. As Lord 
Itnlrlgh'scxporlmont-i explain the largo 
drops assoclatisl with a thunderstorm, 
so Mr. indwell's seem to throw soino 
light upon the caua.i of tho extraordi- 
nary blackness of the thunder clouds 
and of the lurid light so often Keen in 
tho sky before a storm. — Manufacturer.

THE PARIS DCTECTIVES. 

How tho Korro Fouii.l...l hy Vi.locq Has 
drown ill Iui|iortanri-. 

Some Interesting Information respect- 
ing the Paris detective polios bail MM 
given by M. Valbel in his book on tho 
Surete, which is in reality a series of 
biographies of tho principal members of 
the force. Tho Police do Surete must 
lie distinguished from the Suroto Ueno- 
rale, which is really tho "political po- 
llco force," uctlng under tho orders of 
the Minister of the Interior, and In a 
most secret manner. The Police do 
Surete, on the other hand, is a body tho 
members of which look for their orders 
to tho Prefect of Police, or Cabinet du 
Prefect, and perforin their duties open- 
ly, and without any uf that impene- 
trable mystery which envelops the pro- 
ceedings of the ministerial myrmidons. 
Tho Dogberry of the Surete could 
not, In fact, pursue his investiga- 
tions without making himself known 
— generally I peaking — although when 
following una clue in a criminal case ho 
doesmot disdain to adopt the dlsguiso 
which is supposed to be permanently 
used hy extra clever detectives of 
"blood and thunder fiction." The ordi- 
nary "plain clothes man" rejolood in tho 
high-sounding designation of "Inspect- 
or," and has as his respective chiefs tho 
sub-brlgadler, tho brigadier and thu 
principal inspector. 

This force was first founded by tho 
famous Vidocq la 18:t'i, when it only 
comprised thirty-one men, to whom 
were added fourteen "outsiders," who 
were called im/i.-u-iVtiM. In is<8 tho 
body was Increased to 1 150 men. being 
afterward reduced to sixty, until it was 
at last brought up to Its present re- 
doubtable nuuibor of 3J0 "Inspectors," 
who arc directed hy M. Ooron. He has 
under him on the staff ono chief clerk, 
who acts as his principal deputy or "un- 
derstudy;" four other clerks or secre- 
taries, live chief Inspectors, tea briga- 
diers and twenty suh-brigadicrs. 

The SOU detective inspectors aro at- 
tached to sections, such as the special 
brigade of picked men. the department 
of Information and warrants, that of 
rcotitsitions or "Searches," the pawn- 
etllccs, tho streets aad tho disorderly 
iin . ..... Thero Is also another lni[Kirtaut 

section, that of tho cenUir or per- 
manence, to which belong tho detectives 
told off for various eventualities. Dur- 
ing a perhid of fifty-seven years tho 
Surete has -had twelve chief., of whom 
the best known, not including Vidocq, 
was Claude, whose memoirs obtained a 
world-wide reputation. In later times 
M. Mace, another head of 'die detectlvo 
department, has published his experi- 
ences In the famous force, and baa 
therein ventilated various theories 
a!.. mt Its fallings and shortcomings. 
Notwithstanding niinh sharp criticisms, 
however, the Kronen Surete maintains 
a high character for efficiency, and ill 
victories have betn by no means Incon- 
siderable during recent ytara.— London 
Telegraph.

The House has decided finally and 
fully to adjourn May 12. Tho Senate 
has voted to go home two days ear- 
lier. 

Mr Rotvtcll has ottered a bill re- 
quiring a top plank to bo put on wire 
fences to protect stock from the 
barbs. • 
. Tuesday was bill day and thirty 
new bills were introduced, notwith- 
standing the approach of the end of 
the session. 

Mr. Clark has introduced a bill to 
define and establish the boundaries of 
common school district nuinlier Nine- 
ty-one for white children in Christian 
county. 

An act has been passed changing 
the boundary line between Washing- 
ton and Mercer counties. Theactgivos 
94 votes to Mercer county, most of 
them Republicans. 

The bill continuing the Geological 
Survey is about to be run over and 
forgotten in the rush of legislation. 
The good work this Bureau is doing 
justifies a longer lease of life for it. 

The total number of bills intro- 
duced this session is 1722 and less 
than half of them have become laws, 
although the session will close within 
a few weeks. Many of them will of 
course never be acted upon. 

The matter of establishing a fourth 
asylum came up Wednesday again 
and was obscured in a flow of oratory. 
Tho minority report of the Committee 
on Charitable Institutions recom- 
mends an enlargement of tho old 
asylums. 

The bill to increase the salary of 
the judge of tho Christian county 
common pleas court $f>00 was killed 
in the House by nn nmondment re- 
quiring tho county of Christian to twiy 
the extra $1X10. The salary is now 
$1,200, one-half of which is paid by 
the county. 

The tax reduction bill vetoed by the 
Governor catno up as a s|>ooial order 
Wednesday. After an hour's discus- 
sion the House by a vole of 04 to 15 
tabled the motion to reconsider the 
vote by which tho bill had been 
passed over the Governor's veto. This 
sottles it in tho House. It now goes 
to the Sonate, where tho Governor is 
likely to bo sustained. 

A vory important bill has been in 
troduced in the Senate by Mr. Mc- 
Cann providing for an inspection of 
live Block to be slaughtered for mar- 
ket. It is to be applied to cities and 
towns and no live stock can be killed 
for market until they have been in- 
spected and favorably passod upon 
by an inspector. The object of the 
bill is to protect tho public from dis- 
oaisd meat and at the same time pro- 
tect tho homo butchers from outside 
com]xitition. It is a good bill and 
ought to pass. 

The medical fraternity, backed up 
by carefully compiled statistics, is 
almost a unit in declaring that a mod 
orate use of stimulants conduces to 
long life.

V/lth unfeeling treatineut and 
bad management horBos can lie worn out 
In a very short period; wheri'as, under 
the opposite conditions their lives might 
be must usefully prolonged to more than 
twenty years Therefore It Is that. In 
order to assist In Insuring the physical 
illness of their troopers, soldiers should 
lie continually reminded of tho 
great importance of kindness to their 
animal friends and companions. Hu- 
manity to animals Is a sacred duty lui- 
pused upon all of us; to the soldier It la 
this and something more, for his lifo 
may dvpojul mam t tin reciprocal feeling 
of affection existing between himself 
and his steed. In tho words of an old 
cavalry soldier: "Tho rid >r must llvo 
only for bis hone, which Is bis legs, his 
safety, his honor and his reward." 
Soldier* should never bo deprived of 
their horses, if possible. If they navo 
taken earn of them, but thoy ought to 
be encouraged to form a friend ihlp with 
them, or even to Imagln" a kind of pro- 
prietorship In thein. Officers and men 
should learn as much as lin y «>u of Ae 
earo and management need 1 to k»ep 
their hors"g lu the best oondltlon for

THE THORNE BILL. * 

Bo it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of thet'ominoiiweallh of Ken- 
tucky: 

$ i That hereafter warehousemen 
and commission merchants engaged 
in selling tobacco at public auction 
shall receive as commission or com- 
rrmrsdfrm therefor no greater sum 
than two dollars for each hogshiwl 

from the owner thereof or his agout. 

S 2. That in tho ovont the sale of 
any hogshead of tobacco is rejected 
by the owner or his agent, and resale 
is made by tho same warehouse, or in 
the same Warehouse, no groutor sum 
shall bo churged for tho resales than 
one dollar por hogshead for any such 
resides by tho same warehouseman or 
oonimissi'o:: morchant. 

j$ 3. That in ovory case where tho 
warehouseman or commission mor- 
chaut charges to tho owner a commis- 
sion for collecting and paying over to 
him tho money fur his tobacco, in ad- 
dition to tho t wo tlollurs |>or hogshead 
for selling, ho shall collect no more 
than ono tx>r cent on tho not proceeds 
of said sale; and he, tho warehouse- 
man or commission merchant, shall 
account to tho owner as much as $1 
for each hoghead, which sum shall go 
as a credit on said commission— that 
is to say, his hoghoad shall pay one 
dollar on the oxtra commission over 
and above the two dollars for sale of 
each hogshead. 

§ 4. That in tho salo or resale of. 
any hogshead of tobacco there shall be 
no deduct ion from tho net weight by 
reasoii of tho sample, but in every II* 
stance tho owner shall lx> ontitlod to 
full weight, as it no sample had boon 
taken. 

g 6. That no additional charge shall 
bo mado for weighing so as to increase 
tho price of selling to a greater amount 
than is heroin specified, and no great- 
er weight than the actual weight of 
the cask shall bo deducted from the 
original gross weight of said cask anil 
tobacco, tho actual gross weight of 
which shall bo correctly givou with 
out any deduction whatever by tho 
weigher. 

(S 6. No warehouseman or commis- 
sion merchant shall purchase at auc- 
tion any toliaoeo offered for sale in 
his owu warehouse: Provided, how- 
ever, that nothing in this act shall 
prevent him from purchasing of tho 
owner his tobacco at private sale. 

Jj 7. That it shall be unlawful for 
any warehouseman or commission 
morchant to hy|X)thocato or ploxigo 
any tobacco shipped to or stored with 
him, or issuo any warehouse receipt 
on any tobacco in his possession, 
without the written consent of the 
owner; and in tho event he does so 
without suid written consent, such 
pledge or warehouse receipt shall 
vest no title in the goods in tho hold- 
er of said pledge or receipt that is 
to say, tho owner cannot l>e divested 
of title to his property without his 
written consent. 

j; H. That each hoj,s'iead shall le a 
separate sale, and stand or be rejected 
upon its own merits, ami in no caso 
shall the owner lie chi r :ed commis- 
sion or rojoctioD fees where tho buyer 
rejects t he sale Hint is to say, if the 
farmer, owner or shipper male- tho 
rejection ho is to pay the rejection 
... which shall not exceed ouo dol- 
lar, and when the buyer rejects tho 
sale he must pay the fees on his own 
rejections. 

8». That all claims for rebate in 
sales made of any tobacco by any 
warehouse, imp.ictor or commisj 
siou merchant, in which reclamation 
is mado or claimed on the sale of any 
tobacco, it shall be mado within Bixty 
days from the date of said salo, and if 
not so made within that time the 
claim shall bo barred by limitation. 

g 10. That the proprietor of any 
warehousemen or commission house 
shall, for every violation of this act, 
bo liablo to tho party aggrieved there- 
by in the sum of fifty dollars for each 
a^olation thereof, to bo recovered by a 
warraut lwfore any tribunal in tliis 
State having jurisdiction of tho 
amount, and on tho trial the bills, ac- 
'otints, salo rondorod by the ware- 
house or commission merchant, shall 
bo prima facio evidence of guilt. 

f 11. That all acts or part of acts 
in conflict with the provisions of this 
amendment aro hereby repealed. 

5 1 2. That this act shall take effect 
ami bo in force from and after iU 
passage.
